Colbert’s testimony fails to impress GOP

Keeping to his promise that he would 
release a controversial video clip of Dela- 
ware GOP Senate candidate Christine 
O’Donnell every week until she appeared 
on his TV show, liberal comedian Bill 
Maher unveiled another clip of the tea 
party favorite Friday 

In the latest clip, culled from a 1998 epi- 
sode of Maher’s old show “Politically In- 
correct,” O’Donnell is shown vehemently 
asserting that “evolution is a myth.” 

A stupefied Maher asks, “Have you ever 
looked at a monkey?” to which O’Donnell 
replies, “Well then ... why aren’t monkeys 
still evolving into humans?” 


‘SNL’ APPROACH 

“Saturday Night Live” kicked off its season opener Saturday with a spoof of O’Donnell, 
played by Kristen Wiig. The sketch touched on controversy surrounding the Senate can- 
didate’s past statements about masturbation and her having “dabbled into witchcraft.”

The latest clip comes days after video of 
O’Donnell surfaced showing the candidate 
in 2003 claiming its possible to stop Amer- 
icans from having sex. 

And last week, Maher released a clip 
that featured O’Donnell in 1999 say- 
ing that in high school she “dabbled into 
witchcraft.” 

O’Donnell’s campaign has dismissed the 


previous clips as distractions. 

According to a CNN/Time/Opin- 
ion Research Corporation poll released 
Wednesday, Democratic Senate nominee 
Chris Coons holds a 16 percentage point 
lead over O’Donnell among likely voters, 
55 percent to 39 percent. Among the wid- 
er pool of registered voters, Coons leads 
O’Donnell by 25 points. 


WASHINGTON There’s nothing funny about the issue 
of migrant farm labor— unless Comedy Central’s Ste- 
phen Colbert is discussing it. 

Colbert, accompanied by a media swarm, sarcas- 
tically testified on Capitol Hill on Friday about the 
conditions facing America’s undocumented farm 
workers. 

“The Colbert Report” host told members of a 
House Judiciary subcommittee that he hoped to 
bring attention to the workers’ hardships. 

“I don’t want a tomato picked by a Mexican. I want 
it picked by an American, then sliced by a Guatema- 
lan and served by a Venezuelan in a spa where a Chil- 
ean gives me a Brazilian,” he said. 

“My great-grandfather did not travel across 
4,000 miles of the Atlantic Ocean to see this nation 
overrun by immigrants,” he declared. 

“He did it because he killed a man back in Ireland. 
That’s the rumor.” 

Republicans on the subcommittee were not im- 
pressed or swayed by Colbert’s appearance. 

“Maybe we should be spending less time watch- 


ing Comedy Central and more time considering 
all the real jobs that are out there — ones that re- 
quire real hard labor and ones that don’t involve 
sitting behind a desk,” said Rep. Steve King (R-

Churches 
join fight 
against HIV

After services at Southlawn United Meth- 
odist Church let out Sunday, members not 
only exchanged hugs and handshakes and 
mingled over coffee, they also waited to 
get their gums and cheeks swabbed. 

About 40 people at Southlawn, in Ava- 
lon Park, were tested Sunday for HIV dur- 
ing the First Ladies Health Day More than 
two dozen predominantly black churches 
offered free HIV screenings to strip away 
the stigma associated with the disease. 

“That’s really where the power of the 
church comes in to say, ‘Hey, you belong. 
You’re part of us,’ ” said the Rev Robert 
Biekman, Southlawn’s senior pastor. 

Following a national trend, African- 
Americans in Chicago are affected in far 
greater numbers than other racial groups 
by the HIV/AIDS epidemic, according to 
the AIDS Foundation of Chicago. Blacks 
represent about 37 percent of the city’s 
population yet account for 56 percent of 
people living with HIV, according to the 
foundation. 


Red Line stretch 

Residents still hopeful CTA will extend service to Far South Side

Even in a time of belt-tightening and 
dreams deferred, a long-sought CTA proj- 
ect is in the works, offering the promise of 
improved transportation and economic 
rebirth for poorly served Chicago com- 
munities. 

In the late 1960s, when the Red Line 
was extended south along the middle of 
the Dan Ryan Expressway to 95th Street, 
the plan never was to stop there. Just as 
the north branch of the Red Line touches 
Evanston at Howard Street, the goal was to 
build out the CTA’s longest route to Chi- 
cago’s southern border. 

But for more than four decades, 95th 
Street has been as far as this train goes, 
leaving the Far South Side with no rail con- 
nections to the rest of the city and adding 
to the hardships of already disadvantaged 
neighborhoods. It has been a constant 
frustration for South Siders, especially ir- 
ritating when talk bubbles up at City Hall, 


BEYOND THE RED LINE 

It can take two bus trips and as much as 
an hour to go only a couple of miles to 
catch a train at the 95th Street Red Line 
terminal, creating some of the longest 
travel times in the U.S. for people com- 
muting downtown and to other destina- 
tions from the Roseland, West Pullman 
and Riverdale neighborhoods, accord- 
ing to Census data. 



as it did again recently, about introducing 
premium express-train service to O’Hare, 
which already is served by the Blue Line. 

“Transit has always been denied to our 
community” said John Paul Jones of the 
Developing Communities Project in Chi- 
cago. “But a new process is beginning that 
will make it much easier and safer for peo- 
ple to get to work, school and hospitals, 
and for businesspeople to develop com- 
mercial plans for housing and retail around 
new stations on the Red Line extension.” 


Under the CTA’s plans, four new sta- 
tions would be built— at 103rd, mth, 116th 
and 130th streets— mostly along the Union 
Pacific Railroad right of way Two options 
are under review for the location of the 
130th Street terminus. 

Using federal seed money, the transit 
agency is starting work on a draft environ- 
mental impact study, which the Federal 
Transit Administration requires as part of 
the CTA ultimately receiving a federal full- 
funding grant agreement. 

If the project is fast-tracked, as support- 
ers hope, construction on the estimated 
$1.4 billion extension could begin within 
the next several years and be completed 
as quickly as 2016, depending on the avail- 
ability of money CTA officials said. 

The projected cost, in inflation-adjusted 
dollars, includes relocating the existing 
CTA rail yard that is beyond 95th Street to 
vacant land in the area of 120th Street and 
Cottage Grove.

Windy City Times 
marks milestone

The Windy City Times newspaper first hit 
the Chicago streets in 1985, the same year 
Rock Hudson’s death turned the country’s at- 
tention to the growing AIDS pandemic. 

In the years that followed, the paper would 
become a leading source for the city’s gay 
community to learn what was happening 
with regard to the disease and to read about 
the lives of gay men dying in unprecedented 
numbers. It also became a forceful voice as 
lesbian, gay bisexual and transgender Chica- 
goans fought for rights and legal protections. 

After 25 years, the voice of the Windy City 
Times remains— a weekly reflection of life in 
Chicago’s gay community, a printed product 
that has followed the path of the gay rights 
movement and adapted to a changing media 
landscape. 

“I think what has sustained us is that our 
motivation has always been about the com- 
munity,” said Publisher Tracy Baim, one 
of the founders of the Windy City Times. 
“Whether it’s a protest or a gala, we show 
people what happened this week in the gay 
community” 

The newspaper will publish its 25th an- 


niversary edition Wednesday, featuring im- 
ages of front pages and reprints of articles 
from the paper’s first year, a time when Baim 
couldn’t have imagined the technology that 
would be available today or the advancements 
the gay rights movement would make. 

“I think the progress has been very fast 
compared to other rights movements,” Baim 
said. “Back then, I don’t think anybody was 
thinking about marriage, but now we have 
marriage in several states. We have a long way 
to go, but there’s reason to be hopeful.” 

Along with the weekly paper— with a cir- 
culation of about 15,000 — the Windy City 
Times also breaks news on its website and has 
capitalized on social media through Twitter 
and Facebook. 

Amie Klujian, a regular reader, said she feels 
the paper is engaged with the community and 
gives her an outlet for news she might not get 
through mainstream sources. 

‘As a community member, it’s just been 
the go-to paper, being the first ones to report 
on so many things of interest to the LGBT 
community” Klujian said. “I think it acts as 
a source of information and a common bond 
for the community”

USOC puts Chicago bid in past 


COLORADO SPRINGS, Colo. The United 
States Olympic Committee ended its an- 
nual assembly Saturday convinced it had estab- 
lished a framework to rebuild the troubled or- 
ganization. 

The upbeat mood was dramatically different 
from last year when the USOC was consumed 
by anger and finger-pointing after Chicago’s em- 
barrassing first-round exit in voting to host the 
20 1 6 Summer Games. 

The USOC has been in a state of almost con- 
stant upheaval since Jim Scherr’s resignation 
as CEO in March 2009 which was followed by 
Stephanie Streeter’s brief but rocky tenure. 

Scott Blackmun was handed the CEO reins in 
January and inherited the massive challenge of 
restructuring the fractured group and rebuild- 


DALEY WEIGHS IN 

Chicago’s next mayor should think twice 
before launching a bid to host the 2020 
Summer Olympics, Mayor Daley said 
Saturday, predicting the winning city will 
come from Asia or Africa. 

Daley, who’s not running for re-election, 
reacted to news that United States Olympic 
Committee officials have not ruled out a

Among the recommendations was expanding 
the board to 15 members from 11 and award- 
ing Blackmun a non-voting seat on the board. 
Blackmun hopes to have the new spots filled by 
Jan. 1. 

The board also has voted to eliminate term 
limits for the USOC chairman, a post currently 
held by Larry Probst. 

“I think {the Tagliabue commission] laid out 
a very thoughtful road map and for all intents 
and purposes most of that road map has been 
followed,” Probst said. 

“There were some tweaks and minor adjust- 
ments, but I think they did an extraordinary 
job.”

“The boat will attempt to reach the coast of Gaza and un- 
load its aid cargo in a nonviolent, symbolic act of solidarity 
and protest— and call for the siege to be lifted to enable free 
passage of goods and people to and from the Gaza Strip,” or- 
ganizers said in a statement. 

The captain of the boat, Glyn Seeker, said Irene left Cy- 
prus at 1 p.m. and expected to arrive in Gaza in 36 hours. 

The boat’s cargo includes children’s toys, musical instru- 
ments, textbooks, fishing nets and prosthetic limbs, the or- 
ganizers said. 

They plan to deliver the goods to the Gaza Mental Health 
Program. 

“Israeli government policies are not supported by all Jews,” 
said Richard Kuper of Jews for Justice for Palestinians, one of 
the organizers. “We call on all governments and people around 
the world to speak and act against the occupation and the siege.”

Neither will Dwyane Wade nor Carmelo 
Anthony 

But after several seasons of consider- 
able roster stability the Bulls will begin 
their 45th season in franchise history 
with a double practice session Tuesday 
featuring at least seven new players and 
possibly more. 

And that massive change doesn’t even 
account for a new coaching staff, headed 
by Tom Thibodeau. 

Ben Gordon is now two seasons re- 
moved from playing an integral role in 
the Bulls’ core for so many seasons. Kirk 
Hinrich, a mainstay for seven seasons, is 
in Washington. Only Derrick Rose, Joa- 
kim Noah, Luol Deng, Taj Gibson and 
James Johnson are back from last season’s 
playoff team. 

But even though the Bulls feature so 
many new faces, Thibodeau downplays 
the possibility of a long adjustment period. 

“If you look at the guys we added, most 
are veteran players,” Thibodeau said in 
an interview during the offseason Some 
have even played together before. Ob- 
viously any team goes through periods 
where they find their identity But I’m 


confident ours will.” 

Indeed, Carlos Boozer as the main off- 
season addition played on Western Con- 
ference playoff teams with Kyle Korver 
and Ronnie Brewer. Other veterans such 
as Kurt Thomas and Keith Bogans own 
reputations as low-maintenance profes- 
sionals and strong locker-room presences. 

Even a non-guaranteed contract in- 
vitee like Brian Scalabrine is a nine-year 
veteran with four trips to the NBA finals 
in his rearview mirror. 

“We’re going to have team chemistry,” 
Brewer said at his introductory news 
conference in July 'A lot of us have played 
with each other before and know what 
we do well and don’t do well.” 

The Bulls didn’t just add experienced 
players. They added experienced players 
with playoff resumes. 

Boozer has played in 44 playoff games. 
Thomas has 89 games of postseason ex- 
perience. Korver has logged 32 games of 
playoff action. 

In other words, there aren’t many situ- 
ations these players haven’t faced. 

“Obviously you have to put the work 
in,” Thibodeau said. “But I’m confident 
our team will be prepared and be put in 
situations to succeed.”
